SECTION THRKE. 


It shall he the duty of the assessors oftaxes to complete their assessment and 


place the list of taxes In the hands of the collector of taxes on or before the 
llrst day of September annually, ami they shall, "on or before the first day oC 
f-eplember, annually Indicate In salrl !i:;t the residence of the several taxpay- 
ers for that year and the year next preceding.

SECTION' FOUR. 


When any tax shall be abated In whole or In part by the assessors of taxes, 


they shall make a record thereof In a book to be kept by. them for that pur- 
pose, which record shall contain the names of all persons whose taxes may be 
so abated and the reason? for such abatement, and they shall also annually in 
the month of .lanuarjv make out and transmit to the I'ily council a full 
re- 


port uf the work of their board, said report to show the total valuation of the 
city, amount of real estate, amount of personal estate, total corporation'valu- 
ation in detail, total valuation in bank sleek, street watering assessment,num- 
ber of rw>lls. name, amount 
and reason for any abatement of taxes, and such 


other items as may be of interest to the public. Said figures to Le in a column 
parallel to a column containing the figures for the preceding year. 


SKfTION FIVE. 


The Assessors shall annually on the thirty-first day of December, report to 


the auditor all abatements of taxes made by them d'.iring the year ending on 
said day, distinguishing ll-.e abatements made nn the different year's taxes and 
•whether abated before -or after collection. 


SKCT1OX SIX 


The assessors shall have full power to hire as many temporary clerks, not to 


exceed six. as may be necessary to assist them in the performance of. their 
duties, the compensation nf said clerks nol to exceed t w o dollars 
and 
fifty 


cents per day and they shall only be employed during the; months of May lo 
September, inclusive. 
Provided, however.' that permanent clerks, not fo ex- 


ceed twn .are to he known as chief clerk and assistant, may be employed the 
•svhole year al such compensation as the board may determine.

also have the power tn employ, six temporary assistants during the months of 
Hay and June for (he pu>i>ose of obtaining the list of polls nnd incldenlril per- 
sonal property, compensation not 10 exceed three dollars r,---r day.
